"Pinnacle" Won't Put Romulus On Top

In the last several issues of this fine 
paper, | have attempted to share some 
of my ideas with the residents of Romu- 
lus. | have already discussed my plans 
for a recreation center and for senior- 
citizen housing and services. In this 
issue —.the final one to be published 
before the November 6 election — | 
would like to discuss youth participation 
and the proposed Pinnacle Project. 

First, it's no secret that our future 
lies with our young people. That's why 
it's distressing to note how few of them 
become involved in City functions. To 
deal with this problem, | would like to 
see Romulus establish a Youth Commis- 
sion that would meet periodically with 
City leaders to give their valuable input 
on issues that are important to young 
people. After all, how can we expect 
them to be involved in the City if they 
feel shut out? As other segments of the 
population have positive ideas to share, 
so, too, does today's youth. Let's give 
them a chance to help build a better, 
more positive community. 

Secondly, as | went around the City, 
speaking with residents, | found that 
hardly anyone has heard of the Pin- 
nacle Project that's being proposed by 
Wayne County, let alone knows what 
it's about. To all concerned citizens, | 
say: You had better look carefully at 
whom you elect to Council, for they will 
have the ultimate say in this matter. 

The Pinnacle Project calls for the 
commercial and business development 
of about 1,800 acres of land in both 
Romulus and Huron Township. Over 
the last few years, the County has ac- 
quired much of the Jand in this area 
through purchase — especially in high- 
noise areas near Metro Airport — and 
through the condemnation of homes 
and other property.

Unfortunately, there is a real poten- 
tial for trouble concerning the way that 
the project's costs and "tax proceeds" 
would be distributed. Wayne County 
has already captured $50 million from 
the "stadium fund” — which was used to 
develop Comerica Park for the Detroit 
Tigers baseball team —through the “tour- 
ist tax." The County further expects that 
both Romulus and Huron will grant 12- 
year tax abatements to any develop- 
ment going into the area. Finally, as 
proposed today, Romulus and Huron 
would retain only the tax revenue that 
was generated by these properties prior 


‘to their development. Any "new" tax 


monies would be captured by the 
County. That could add up to tens of 
millions of dollars. 

Still another matter of concern is 
ourcity's right to determine the planning 
of the project's Romulus portion, since 
projections indicate that upwards of 
80,000 trucks per day could stop within 
this "corridor" between Canada/Detroit 
and Chicago, due to the North Ameri- 
can Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). 

Although the Pinnacle Project, in 
concept, could bring benefits to our city, 
there is too much "fine print” involved in 
the current proposal. | am strongly op- 
posed to the condemnation of the prop- 
erty of Romulus residents, especially 
since it appears that the County is not 
offering a fair price for it. Ata meeting 
with the City Council this summer, 
County officials refused to divulge an- 
swers to pertinent questions that were 
asked. Such "secrecy" is deplorable. 

Should Romulus residents select 
me to represent them on the City Coun- 
cil, rest assured that | would in no way 
support any proposal that would affect 
residents adversely. | am not opposed 
to progress, but any progress we make 
must have purpose and benefit our en- 
tire community.

Taking Steps To Ensure Preparedness 


By Representative Raymond E. Basham 
The world has changed in profound 
ways for every American since the tragic 
events of September 11. The devastat- 
ing attacks on the World Trade Center 
and Pentagon forced our nation to con- 
front the shocking reality that terrorism 
poses a threat to us all, no matter where 
we work or live. During the past two 
weeks, media reports of anthrax cases 
in several cities have further escalated 
our collective anxiety regarding the po- 
tential threat of bioterrorism and the use 
of biological, chemical, ornuclear weap- 
ons of mass destruction by our enemies. 
In response to this national crisis, 
Americans have rallied with expressions 
of patriotism, national unity, and biparti- 
san cooperation. We have taken great 
pride in the extraordinary acts of hero- 
ism and self-sacrifice displayed by police 
officers, firefighters, emergency medi- 
cal personnel, and ordinary citizens. 
President George W. Bush has cau- 
tioned Americans that the war against 
terrorism will be a long and difficult 
campaign. The federal governmenthas 
adopted several important measures to 
support that effort, including the estab- 
lishment of the Office of Homeland Secu- 
rity within the White House. Your state 
government is also taking measures to 
protect public health and safety and our 
state's infrastructure. Fallowing is a re- 
view of new and ongoing initiatives. 
Emergency Management Plan 
Maintained and updated annually 
by the Michigan State Police Emer- 
gency Management Division under the 
authority of the Michigan Emergency 
Management Act (Act 390 of 1976, as 
amended), the Michigan Emergency 
Management Plan provides for the co- 
ordination of all state agencies and re- 
sources in response to any emergency 
or disaster, including acts of terrorism. 
Michigan Anti-Terrorism Task Force 
Establishedin 1996, the state's Anti- 
Terrorism Task Force consists of repre- 
sentatives from a variety of state and 
federal law-enforcement, environmen- 
tal-quality, and public-health agencies. 
The Task Force meets on a quarterly 
basis to share information, coordinate 
planning, and provide recommendations 
to the Executive Office regarding anti- 
terrorism policies and legislation. 
Domestic Preparedness Plan 


The U.S. Department of Justice. 


recently approved the state's three-year 
Strategic plan outlining specific goals 
and objectives for achieving domestic 
preparedness. Michigan was one of the 
first five states in the country to submit 
its plan. The plan is based on an exten- 
sive assessment by 94 local jurisdictions 


regarding terrorism-related risks, vulner- 
abilities, and threats. Approval of this 


_ plan also qualifies Michigan to receive . 


more than $5 million in federal grants to 
provide local first responders and haz- 
ardous-materials response teams with 
specialized equipment for handling ter- 
rorist incidents involving biological or 
chemical weapons of mass destruction. 
Emergency ManagementAssistance 
Compact (EMAC) 

Legislation has been introduced for 
Michigan to participate in the interstate 
Emergency Management Assistance 
Compact, which provides a legal basis/ 
operational system for states to assist 
each other in major emergencies or dis- 
asters, including terrorist attacks. Fast 
and flexible, EMAC supplements existing 
federal disaster assistance programs. 
Statewide Mutual Aid Compact 

As acorollary to EMAC, the state is 
pursuing implementation of an intrast- 
ate Statewide Mutual Aid Compact un- 
der the authority of the Michigan Emer- 
gency ManagementAct. The Statewide 
Mutual Aid Compact would provide a 
legal basis and operation system for 
local jurisdictions within Michigan to 
assist each other in major emergencies 
and disasters. 

National Guard Civil Support Team 

The Executive Office of Michigan's 
Congressional delegation have sup- 
ported the establishment of a full-time 
Civil Support Team within the Michigan 
National Guard. The Civil Support 
Teams receive specialized training and 
equipment for assisting state and local 
emergency personnel with detecting and 
responding to incidents involving chemi- 
cal, biological, or nuclear weapons of 
mass destruction. 

As you can see, your State govern- 
ment has been very proactive in taking 
steps to ensure Michigan's domestic 
preparedness. These programs involve 
unprecedented levels of coordination 
among a variety of federal, state, local, 
and private-sector agencies. Your co- 
operation and supportare also vital. It's 
imperative that we all remain vigilant 
and alert without succumbing to hyste- 
ria or resorting to ethnic intimidation. 

| appreciate people's interest and 
concern regarding our state’s domes- 
tic-preparedness efforts. Please rest 
assured that every precaution has been 
taken to mitigate and respond to any 
terrorist threat in Michigan. Also, for 
additional information on frequently

This view is quite different from 
that implied by Mr. Alan Lambert in his 
flyer. 

Clients always want to know if you 
have "connections" when a meeting 
with the Mayor is suggested. The first 
thing | tell them is that he will meet with 
and listen to anyone. In fact, | have sug- 
gested to many of them to call Mayor 
Oakley themselves and meet with him; 
my presence, or that of any lawyer, 
would usually add nothing to the meet- 
ing. The second thing | let them know Is 
that the Mayor will be direct and forth- 
right. If he does not think that the Coun- 
cil and City commissions would ap- 
prove of a project, he will say so. He will 
not beat around the bush. If he is notin 
favor of it, you will Know it. He will not 
compromise his principles.

might sound corny, and at times | felt 
corny saying it to such sophisticated 
clients; however, it was always true. Itis 
much appreciated when a client or any- 
one can know exactly where they stand 
without a lot of double-talk. 

When the client wants to know what 
Mayor Oakley focuses on in these pre- 
liminary meetings, the first thing | tell 
them is that they had better have a retail 
use included in their mixed-commercial 
development plans, or they will never 
get to first base. Developers hate that 
answer because the retail chains al- 
ways complain that Romulus doesn't 
have enough “rooftops.” Within minutes 
of beginning a meeting with the mayor, 
without fail he would ask, "This looks 
nice — but where is the shoe store?" or 
"Did you guys forget the movie theater?” 
Or he would say, "A restaurant would 
look real nice here." This can be easily 
verified by anyone who owns or has 
attempted a mixed-commercial-use 
development in the City in the last six 
years, 

This is frustrating for developers, 
but they have gotten the message. Allof 
the land north of the Airport, in the City’s 
prime development district, is NOW uNn- 
der contract and scheduled for world- 
class hotels, office parks, and retail, 
There are also five new subdivisions

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under construction right now, so these 
retailers are going to see a lot more 
“rooftops.” | am sure that Mr. Lambert's 
comments about a lack of retail and 
growth are based on misinformation 
because they are simply not true. 

And | never get the feeling that the 
City employees and department heads 
whom | have dealt with were, in some 
way, not the "best people," as Mr. Lam- 
bert implies. | saw the same dedication 
in the eyes of the members of the Plan- 
ning Commission, Council, and Zoning 
Board of Appeals. | don't think it is fair to 
suggest otherwise of these people. In 
fact, | recall many nights at the meet- 
ings of these bodies when my clients 
and | underwent intense and often 
heated questioning about the lack of an 
adequate number of restaurants and 
retail stores ina proposed development 
plan. The push for retail was notonly the 
Mayor's concern, but was shared by all 
of his staff and the elected and ap- 
pointed officials of your city. 

After looking at Mr. Lambert's flyer, 
| wondered if he has ever met Mayor 
Oakley. Noone who ever metand talked 
with the Mayor could come away with 
the feeling that he was a "pawn" of the 
County. | think the only reason the 
County andthe City work as well as they 
do is because of the Mayor's reputation 
of going "nose to nose” with them for 
years, particularly over Airport issues. 
From this, | believe, a mutual respect 
was born. 

In my view, Romulus is afew months 
away from the busiest construction sea- 
son it will ever see, particularly north of 
the Airport. If your city changes admin- 
istrations now, | would be concerned 
about what would happen to this golden 
opportunity. The lack of continuity and 
expertise, notto mention bringing anew 
administration "up to speed," could 
cause the City to take a huge step 
backwards. Against this backdrop, | do 
not believe that bringing in "a new gen- 
eration” is an adequate reason to upset 
this firm foundation.

Predatory Lending Victims Sought 

Do you believe that a mortgage 
company or other lender has taken ad- 
vantage of you? AARP (American As- 
sociation of Retired Persons) of Michi- 
gan is collecting information to help 
fight predatory lenders in a campaign 
that includes consumer education, local 
ordinances, and state legislation. 

Predatory lenders make unafford- 
able loans based on a borrower's as- 
sets, usually home equity, rather than 
the ability to pay. They often induce a 
borrower to refinance a loan repeatedly 
in order to charge high fees or points. 
Older citizens on fixed incomes are 
especially vulnerable. 

Predatory lenders also work in con- 
junction with home-repair scam artists 
who often talk unwitting customers into 
expensive home modifications that re- 
quire refinancing a mortgage.
